CLUB STATION 


One subject that has come up for the last several years, has been 
the lack of access of the CARC club radio station. 


Since being asked to vacate Brunnerdale Seminary, due to the 
pending sale of the property, our club station was moved to the 
Emergency Freparedness Center. Being financed and run by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, Ohio State Disaster Services and Stark 
County Emergency Preparedness Center, gaining access in off hours was 
not possible. A committee was formed to find a suitable place for a 
club station that we could have 24 hour access to. Some spots were 
found but were never acted on because of various factors. 


Then "911" came into being and was set up in the Emergency 
Preparedness Center. Because of the nature of the primary purpose of 
the Emergency Preparedness Center, and under the control of three 
government agencies, it is secured at all times. THANKS to Ed Cox, 
Emergency Freparedness Center Coordinator, a solution was devised. He 
had a buzzer installed in the 911 room, connected to the entrance door 
button. Ed has graciously agreed to set up a procedure where-by we will 
now have 24 HOUR ACCESS to our club station, set up at the EOC, by 
following the established procedure as follows. 


According to our By-Laws, ALL SUSTAINING, FULL, LIFE AND HONORARY 
MEMBERS have full club privileges, including the use of the club 
station. Sorry, but Associate Members do not have this privilege. UPON 
ARRIVING AT THE EOC, PRESS BUTTON LOCATED BY DOOR LEADING TO THE 
STAIRWAY. (PLEASE BE PATIENT AS AN OPERATOR MUST WALK A DISTANCE TO GET 
TO DOOR). THE 911 ROOM DOES NOT HAVE TWO-WAY INTERCOM AND DOOR RELEASE 
CAPABILITY THAT ED’S OFFICE HAS. DURING OFFICE HOURS, (8:30 AM to 41:30 
PM, Monday thru Friday), IT WILL BE EASIER TO GAIN ENTRY. 


YOU MUST SHOW YOUR CURRENT MEMBERSHIP CARD TO THE PERSON ANSWERING 
THE DOOR. (THEY HAVE A LIST BY NAME AND ONE BY CALL, OF ALL MEMBERS 
ELIGIBLE FOR CLUB STATION PRIVILEGES). NO CARD, YOU WILL, NOT GET IN. 
YOU WILL BE REQUIRED TO SIGN IN ON THEIR LOG, THEN THEY WILL UNLOCK THE 
RADIO ROOM DOOR. WHEN READY TO LEAVE, MAKE SURE ALL RADIOS ARE TURNED 
OFF AND SEE 911 OPERATOR (OR ED COX OR SECRETARY DURING OFFICE HOURS), 
THEN YOU MUST SIGN OUT ON THEIR LOG AND THEY WILL LOCK UF THE RADIO 


ROOM. PLEASE DO NOT ABUSE THIS PRIVILEGE AND FOLLOW PROCEDURE. 


Members not familiar with the operation of the club radios, should 
be checked out by members that are familiar with the equipment (such as 


Jerry KASAHF, Bob KFSMR, Scott N8JSK), for proper operating procedure. 
Be sure and learn how to use the built-in automatic antenna tuner in 
the TS-440. Even with the shut-down feature for high SWR, prolonged use 
with high SWR, could cause damage to transceiver. 


AGAIN, OUR THANKS TO ED COX FOR. ARRANGING THIS 24 HOUR ACCESS 
PRIVILEGE.

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DAVE KERSTEN NSAUH (ARRL Section Manager) urges all of us to send a 
letter to your local Stats Representive, informing them that House Bill 
348, as written, is ILLEGAL in contrary to FCC’s PRB-1 and would be a 
absolute hindrance to Amateur Radio communications. The following, is a 
suggested letter to send:

Dear REPRESENTIVE’S NAME: 


It has come to my attention that there is presently legislation before the Ohio 
General Assembly now called H.B. 348, "To impose restrictions regarding 
communications towers." I commend our legislators for their obvious concern for the 
safety and welfare of the citizens of Ohio, however, I also feel compelled to point 
to a serious error your colleagues are making. 


The proposed bill as it reads will be a severe hindrance to Amateur Radia 
communications if passed in its present form. Let me inform you if you are not yet 
aware that this bill will be in direct violation of Federal law if not amended to 
exclude Amateur Radio installations. The Federal Law is the Federal Communication 
Commission PRB-1. This law prohibits any state, municipal or local government from 
enacting a law:that would restrict Amateur Radio operators from erecting antenna or 
antenna towers. As proposed H.B. 348 violates our rights and the Federal Government 
preemptions of local restrictions on Amateur antenna. 


With most Amateur Radio stations being in our homes in residential areas, this 
basically says we cannot have any antennas. This will eliminate hundreds of thousands 
of hours of free service given to all communities by the Amateur Radio operators each 
year. We are just slowing down from the daily flow of free messages passed through 
the Amateur Radio message system to the troops in Operation Desert Storm. Many of us 
have just completed refresher programs to be prepared to assist the National Weather 
Service with operation "Sky Warn" to assist with early detection and warning for 
severe weather during this summers tornado season. These Amateur Radio operators have 
spent hundreds of dollars of their hard earned money to be prepared with radios and 
antennas which will now become useless without antenna supports. That is quite a slap 
in the face to these operators. 


I call on you to help defeat the passage of House Bill 248 and end this needless 
hindrance to tne Amateur Radio community or amend it to specifically exclude Amateur 
Radio installations so it will comply with the FCC PRB-1.
